Unlike a safari, the Saving a Species Tour at Busch Gardens in Tampa, Florida, 

guarantees dozens of sightings of rare and endangered animals from all over Africa 
This new tour, run in conjunction with the World Wildlife Fund, is designed to get visitors 
close to many of the world's most endangered species _ and to help save them too 


On my tour, the first 

animals we come 
across are hyenas, lying 
around and dozing. It's is 
29C, but they keep cool by =. 
lying in shade for much of ёё, 
the day. In the wild, x. 
hyenas hunt for three to — 
four hours, and just sleep 
or feed for the rest of the 
day. Each hyena has scars, 
which signify its status 
within the group - 
the least scarred is the 
highest ranked, and is 
female, males are the 
lowest ranked 


Africa's most deadly creature is not 

the lion or the leopard, it's actually 
the hippopotamus. Although it is a 
vegetarian — eating 50kg of fruit and 
vegetables every day - the hippo is a 
large and temperamental animal, 
unwittingly damaging whatever is in its 
path. A hippo's scaly-looking skin is 
designed to keep it cool underwater and 
produces a sun block, called blood-sweat, 
that prevents burning 


It's hard to spot, but this Nile crocodile 
is hovering just under the water 
Only his eyes peek out from the murky 
waters, while his large 400kg body blends 
in with the rocks. The crocodile spends 
most of the day submerged like this, to

into the rhinoceros enclosure, where 
Jodi - a 15-year-old black rhino - is being 
fed apples and sweet potatoes. She is 
strangely nervous for a huge creature 
weighing more than 1,000kg. We're told 
that Jodi's horn is the only part of her 
body that never stops growing. It's made 
from carotene, like human hair and nails, 
and has no nerve-endings, so it doesn't 
hurt when it is damaged Іп captivity, the 
horn needs regular filing, though, to stop 
it getting too long

group of white rhinos. They're kept 
separately from the black rhinos because 
they are originally from different areas 
and so they could give each other 
infections they're not immune to.
